The  coin  was  unknown  until  1893  when  the  specimen,  then  in  the 
Murdoch  collection,  was  published  in  Spink's  NUMISMATIC  CIRCULAR, 

Vol.  I,  No.  1,  column  79.  The  article  stated  in  part,  "As  will  be  noticed 
by  reference  to  the  illustration  given  above,  the  pattern  sixpence  now 
brought  to  the  notice  of  numismatists  is  of  a quite  distinct  type  as  regards 
the  reverse,  the  legend  of  which  reads  BRITANNIARUM  REX  FID  : DEF  : 
and  is  divided  for  a considerable  space  above  the  lion  after  the  first 
word.  The  other  points  of  difference  that  may  be  noticed,  are,  that  the 
legend  is  placed  nearer  the  edge  of  the  coin  than  on  the  ordinary  type; 
the  rose,  shamrock  and  thistle  are  smaller  and  each  emblem  has  its 
own  stalk  at  the  end,  whereas  on  the  common  type  they  are  united. 

The  crown  is  smaller  in  circumference  but  rather  higher,  and  the  lion 
which  surmounts  it  is  also  smaller,  and  his  crown  is  much  neater,  smaller 
and  in  better  proportion  than  on  the  piece  familiar  to  most  collectors.  As 
a proof  of  the  excessive  rarity  of  this  interesting  little  coin  we  should 
state  that  neither  Marshall  nor  Crowther  make  any  reference  to  it, 
though  the  latter  mentions  the  shilling  with  the  same  type  of  reverse  ■ — 
a pattern  long  known  to  collectors  and  sufficiently  rare  to  command  a 
fancy  price." 

The  coin  described  by  Spink's  was  included  in  Part  3 of  the  Murdoch 
Sale,  held  March  15-19,  1904,  when  it  was  sold  in  company  with  a pattern 
Lion  shilling  of  1825  in  lot  415.  It  was  next  sold  in  Sotheby's  "Nobleman 
Sale"  of  the  Ferrari  Collection  in  March,  1922  as  Lot  180  when  it  brought 
£18.  Only  3 additional  specimens,  including  the  one  in  this  sale,  have 
since  come  to  light.  Seaby  classifies  the  piece  as  Rarity  7.
